Do pe marueile how this came to 
alle; Surely fo that in old time, as Plutarch tetoꝛdeth, 
men taught either their kinſfolke, as childꝛen, nephewes 
and bzethien, oz their deere friends: which without conſtraint 
of pꝛomiſe were ſufficiently bound by naturall affettion and 
the bands ol friendſhip , with all the dueties of thank fulnelle 
to retompence their teacher. Howbeit, there were ſome ni⸗ 
gardix and vnthankfull perſons tn thoſe dayes, as there are 
now, which refuſing this way of recompenſing kreely, com⸗ 
mended by Socrates, would needes haue hired teachers foꝛ

This ſo daniſh a 
minde of parents cauſed Crates to go vp into the higheſt 
place ofche titie, and crye out: O ye citizens, what-meane pe 
— — the getting of riches. and almoſt; 
nocare u yourebilozen,to whom ye mul leaue theſe riches 

ether it were thꝛougb this llauich coue⸗ 
touſueſſe ot parents, 02 els thzough the enuiaus ſtomackes 


the ſentence of:the Judges pzonaunced vpont > falletefti-: 
monie of ſubozned accuſers. Notwithſtanding, this ranckled 
enemie did not ſo meuayle agaynſt the innorencit and good; 
deedes of the man, but that the authoꝛs of his death ſhoztly: 
after came to a ſhnmetull ende, and the fruit ot his doctrine 
brought him gerpetuall honoꝛ and reno une. Foxone of his 
Schoole p2oceeded many noble Philoſophers. and learned 
men, whole authozitie among their ſchollers while they liued 
was great, but farre greater among all ſtudents euer ſince 
cheir death of whome;, the diuine Jhiloſopher Plato being 
chiefe, kept a Schoole in Academia, a place by his meanes 
ſo famous, that thereot᷑ not onely the Students a long time 
after were called Academikes, but alſo our Uniuerſities at 
this day are called Academiæ. Dionyſius, otherwiſe a cru⸗ 
ell and wicked Ring, hauing heard of the fame of this — 
conceiued ſuch a reuerent eſtimation of him, that witl 

gitts and pꝛomations he inuited him to come into his 
dome of Sicilie, and cauſed fires and ſacriſtces, ta be made 
throughout his Realme at his comming therein, as if ſome 
God had entered: which King mozeouer leauing his kings 
dome and kingly dignitie, honozed learning ſo farre, that he 
refuced not in his owne perſon to execute the office of a 
Schooiemailter in the Citie of Corinth. 

Next ta Plato mas Ariſtotle, a man ſurpaſſing no leſſe in 
eloquence, and all the liheralt Artes, then in multitude of

His exerciſe of ſpeaking Latin ſhall be firſt in cummon 
eaſie matters; as ot his leſſon, ofs2ders in the Sthoole; of 
dinner and ſupper kt Afterwards in all matters, heed being 
taken that he be refozmed when he vieth barbardus words, 
oz trippeth in his ſpeach, his exerciſe of wꝛiting without imi⸗ 
tation ſhall be a tranflating of the ſame ſentence into another 
ſpeach, oflatinintoenglith,and ofengliſh into latin. F '02 the 
turning of engliſh into latin, ſome would haue the Maiſt 
to tranſlate into engliſh the ſentence out of ſome place of 
Tully vnknowne to the Schollar , and then giue him the 
engliſh to tranflate againe into latin, which being done, to 
ſhewe him Tullyes latin, wherewith he ſhall conferre his 
owne, and cozrect it: this tounſell is good, and en 
when oppoꝛtunitie and leiſure will ſerue, 

Aud this is the method and exerciſe of teaching and lear: 
ning fit fox the third fourme, which mult be continued alſo 
in the other fourmes following, but with ſome augmenta ⸗ 
tion of length, and hardnes of the ſame. accowine tothe a: . 
bilitie ofthe learner, Dea, the ſame bokes of Dialogs and 
Epiſtles may ſerue fo the fourth fourme-alſs;; fothatthe 
hardeft of both ſoꝛts be choſen,

agaynſt the Church of God, for mans authontie ſake. 

For thou art placed, deare brother, in that place, that 

thou oughteſtto ſee long before, the chaunces that may 1 
befall the Church of God. For the cuſtome ot the Pa- 1 
triarkes, Prophets, Apoſtles, and godly men is alreadie = |: 
farre declitied from his trade and courſe . The Biſhop of 
Rome hath gone about to occupie the throne of Chriſt, 
or rather he hath occupied it now many yeeres.Did the 

people of God euer heare or ſee the like before? Vea the 
EKings and Princes following his counſell, what they 
haue done agaynſt the profeſſors of the trueth, I cannot ; 
think without great griefe, For the true Chriſtians have * 
ſuſteyned moſt bitter torments for the teſtifying of a b 
good conſcience, And touching the iſſue of theſe pre- 
ſent troubles, Iliknottodiuine hat is to bee looke

dedz the method or the whole treatiſe, and the pallſages, wher⸗ 
by the parts are ioyned together. Agapne;; he ſhalbobſerue. 
not only euer trope, euery ſtgure, aſwell of woꝛds as of ſen⸗ 
teuces; but alſo the Rhetoꝛic all prondunciation and geſture 
fit foꝛ euery word, lentente, and aſfension :::: 
And ſo let him take in hand the ererciſe of all theſe three 
Artes at once in making ſomewhat of his owne, ſrſt by inif* 
tation; às when he hath covſiveredthepyopertie of ſpeach in 
the Gram matican etymologie and ſyntaxis: the fſe of 
fyeath in the Rhetdꝛicall oꝛnaments, as tomelꝝ tropes, pleas; 
fant fixnres , ft pꝛondunctation and geſture: the reaſon and 
pith of the matter in the Logical weight of arguments, in 
the certeyntie or the axiomes; in the due fourme ol lyllo⸗ 
giſmes, and in the eaſie and playne method: then let bim 
haue a like theame to moſecute with the ſame artificiall iũ⸗ 
ſtruments, that he findeth in his authoꝛ !
